ELWELL MURDER |
STILL A MYSTERY

New York, June 18.—Solution of the
mystery surrounding the murder of
Joseph B. Elwell, turfman and hist
expert shot in his home here June
in “as far off” as a week ago, Di-turict
Attorney Swann announced tonight.

The investigation centered today in
the examination of Mrs. Marie Larsen,
housekeeper for Elwell, and Edward
Rhodes, his chauffer. Neither was
held, althouh earlier in the day As-
sistant District Attorney Joyce an-
nounced that both would be formally
detaining as material witnesses.

“I haven't climinated anybody-from
the case,’ said Mr. Swann tonight,*
and at the same time haven't found
anyone whom I regard as a necessary
witness to the point of holding them
as such. We are as far off as we were
o week ago.”

Jealosly was introduced as the
probable motive for the shooting by
Rhodes duriny his examination. He
told District Attorney Swann the per-
son who Killed Elwell hust have been
a jealous man or woman. ;

Rhodes said it was a custom of El-
wal to accost girls and women upon
the street and invite them to ride in
his automobile.

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PRESIDENT SIGNS
WATER POWER BILL

Washington, June 18.—The water
power develonm- ten years in
g waally become law,
...mouncement that President Wil-
son had signed the measure prior to
June 11, was made late today at the
White House, At the same time it
wag announced that he had failed to
sign the joint resolution repealing
most of the war time laws, and the
Underwood resolution providing for
negotiations with Canada relative to
the embargo on the shipment of wood
pulp to the United States.

Another bill which failed to receive
the president's approval would have
authorized the war department to
transfer motor equipment to the de-
partment of agriculture for road con-
struction and other work.

Besides the water power measure,
the president signed several other
bills, passed in the closing days of
the recent session of congress. They
included an act authorizing the enlist-
ment in the military forces of nonEny-
lish speaking citizens and aliens; an
act paying for a set of false teeth for
Mchael McGarvey and five bridge bills.

No explanation of the delay in an-
nouncing the president’s approval of
the water power measure was made,
The White House statement:

@ he president having been advised
by the attorney general in a formal
opinion that the adjournment of con-
gress does not deprive him of the ten
days allowed by the constitution for
the consideration of a measure, but
only in case of disapproval of the op-
portunity to return the measure with
his reason to the house in which it
originated has signed the following
bills , each within the ten days pe-
riod, of course. The bills not signed
failed to become law under the usual
practice.”
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Washington, 'Jnne 19 —The np-]
pointment of Maj. Gen. John LeJeune,
ag Major General Commandant of the
Marine Corps to succ eed Maj. Gen.
Barnette, was announced today by
Daniels. ‘LeJeune commanded the fa-
mous Second division when it broke
through the German line in the Meuse-
Argonne offensive and the secretary
said the appointment to command the
Marine Corps was in a line with the
policy of rewarding officers who serv-
ed with the divison during the war.

ALARMING REPORTS
ON MILITARY SITUATION

Berlin, June 19.—Alarming reports
on the military situation on the Polish
Bolshevik front are received here by
the newspapers. The Poles suffered
important reverses it is said and in
some part of the front large bodies
of troops may be forced to surrender.
The belief is expressed that Warsaw
may be occupied by the Bolsheviki.
